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A Desperate Passage Through Smoke 


and Flame in a Tram Drawn by a 


Wire Rope—Pitiable Condition of 


the Rescued—The Dead. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 21.— 


discovered in the coal mines of the 
Mary Lee Coal and Railway Co. at 
Lewisburg, ten miles from Birming- 
ham, at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The fire broke out 400 feet from the 
opening of the mine. 
One hundred 


men were at work in the mine at the 
time, fifty of them being beyond the 
fire, their only way of escape being 
through the flames and smoke. Up to 
a lato hour last night four dead bodies 
had been recovered and many of those 
taken out alive were prostrated from 
suffocation 
The dead are as follows: 


John Whalen, superintendent of the 


Mary Lee Coal and Railway Co \ 
mines; leaves wife and several chil- 
dren. 


O. VV, Raskins, miner, aged about 40; 


leaves a family 


William McKinsie, aged IS years 
An unknown white man whohe body 


has not yet been identified 


When it became known that the 


mine WES on fire the fifty men who 
were imprisoned began making efforts 
to escape The greater part of them 
were loaded into the tram cars, which 
Were drawn through the flames and 
smoke by means of wire cables as rap- 
idly as possible 
Others took their 


chances in making a dash through the 
smoke. Some got out alive, while oth- 
ers were less fortunate and fell victims 
to the smoke and fire Among the 
latter was Snpt. Whalen, who was 
prostrated and died just as he was 
brough't out 


The work of rescue went on for sev- 


eral hours, and by dark every man who 
was alive had been taken out of the 
mines. Many of those brought out in 
the tram cars were Suffocated, as the 
cars had, of necessity, to be drawn 
right through the smoke that filled the 
mine. 


A number of physicians were at the 


mouth of the mine, as was also the en- 
tire population of the town of Lewis- 
burg. 


Mpthers, wives and children were 


wild with grief and Hi was with the 
greatest difficulty that they were re- 
strained from dashing into the burn- 
ing mine in an effort to rescue their 
oved ones. As rapidly ah the suffo- 
cated miners were brought out they 
were taken in> hand by physicians and 
efforts made to revive them. Four 
died from suffocation.

•ecover. It is thought that all the 
men have been accounted for, though 
ater investigation may hhow further 
atalities.

PLENTY OF COALfflSIGHT 


Bat Decatur Miners Still Refuse 


to Apply for Work as 


Individuals. 


It SB Different at Other Place*—The Situa- 


tion at Pana—Hans, Italians and Poled 
Barred Out. 


Still the Decatur miners and operators 


are at loggerheads on the union question. 
There is no indication yet of either side 
yielding, and there will be no Decatur 
coal in the market until one side or the 
other comes down. Opposition to rec- 
ognizing the union has developed else- 
where, and the men are yielding rather 
than remain idle. 


There is plenty of coal in sight for 


Decatur consumption, no matter if 
there is no home coal to be had. It is 
coming in from Niantic, Pana and other 
points. 


WILL GO TO THE PENITENTIARY. 


Over 40 men, citizens of Mt. Olive, 111., 


and now confined in the Sangamon 
county jail, will be sentenced to a term 
of years in the penitentiary unless some 
improbable and unforseon circumstance 
helps them ont. They have, unwittingly 
in several cases at least, committed the 
serious crime of acting in contempt of the 
United states court in interfering with 
property in the hands of a receiver under 
the direction of the court. 
They broke 


into cars, which of itself is a felony, 
and several of the cars broken open 
contained goods in bond in trans- 
port from New York to 
St. Louis, 


being consigned by importers to {mer- 
chants in St. Louis. The importers gave 
bond for these goods and the bond held 
until they were released from the custom 
house in St. Louis. The government 
puts its seal on the cars containing these 
goods, and it is charged that the strikers 
broke these seals, opened the cars, and 
even appropriated articles to their own 
use. The breaking into a bonded pack- 
age is a penitentiary offense under the 
United States statutes. Accordingly the 
men have no chance of escape, for in 
practically every instance {there is a per- 
fect case against them. The strikers 
have engaged Davis J^cKeown to de- 
fend them. 


STRIKE OFF AT PANA. 


PAN\, 111., June 20.—The strikers at a 


meeting thie afternoon declared the 
strike off unconditionally, allowing the 
miners who could secure work to resume 
to-morrow at the old prices. The opera 
tors were asked by a cotnmitte this 
morning to sign the new Springfield 
scale, but refused, and have openly de- 
clared they will not again give employ- 
ment (o Huns, Italians or Poles and will 
not recognize the union. However, they 
will employ union men, but will not dis- 
criminate between them and non-union 
men. The strike here is now believed to 
be finally settled. The miners have lost 
heavily, the operators but little. Presi- 
dent Crawford to-day ordered home the 
men at Pope's hill, who have been there 
for ten days. More men worked to-day 
than any any day since the 1st regiment 
returned home. 


SITUATION AT TAYLOKVILLE. 


TAYLOBVILLB, 111., June 
20.—The 


minors of this city yesterday presented 
the scale of prices adopted by the 
Springfield meeting, which was rejected. 


ie company refused to recognize the 


union, but was ready and willing to treat 
with men as individuals. The miners 
held a meeting to-day and adopted the 
following resolutions: 


"Besofved, That we do not accept the 
scale presented by the Taylorville Coal 
Company; that we demand a check 
weighman; that there be no discrimina- 
tion towards the men previously em- 
ployed in some mine: that the present 
difficulties be settled by arbitration, our 
choice of arbitrator being Lieut. Gov. 
Joseph B. Gill, the operators to elect a 
disinterested man, and the two to choose 
the third party." 


The scale submitted to the miners by 


the operators yesterday was a little 
lower than the prices paid previous to 
April 10, and a little above the price 
paid at the time of the strike. 


AT 8PRIMOFIELD. 


SPBINGPIELD, ILL., June 20.—The 


meeting of the striking coal miners here 
to-night broke up in a row and an ad- 
journment was taken to 10 o'clock to- 
morrow. The men in the Black Dia- 
mond shaft will go to work in the morn- 
ing, the company paying $2.50 a day and 
15 cents a ton to loaders. This is the 
Srst break in the ranks of the strikers 
here. Eight mines will resume work 
here next week at various scales; some 
compromised and others acceded to by 
the tnen. 


ACTION OF OHIO MDTEBS. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 20. — By a two- 
thirds vote the state convention of coal 
miners adopted a resolution condemning 
their national officers for signing, and 
commending State President Adams for 
not signing the settlement compromise, 
claiming that the officers were not au- 
thorized to make a settlement by the 
Cleveland convention. It w understood, 
however, that the convention will decide 
against a continuance of the strike.

TJ mg lines and bnoys to wrecked Tro- 
wels has been the subject of a good deal 
of study by 3. Woodbridpe Davis for 
several years, and he gives a short ac- 
»ount of bis methods in the Engineer- 
ing Mapaiine. 


The patient Investigator preferred 


the hexagonal shape at first for the 
purpose in question, because it gives a 
wider expanse for the length of rib; 
but as sharper points render the kite 
steadier and the covering material 
stretches tighter with a star-form, he 
oo-.v adopts the latter -and obtain* it by 
drawing in at the middle of each (pan 
the cord which goes around the sticks. 
To each of the six ribs he attaches a 
ttrmg, and the three on its right hand 
side are united by one metallic; eyelet 
and the three on the left by another, 
and to these two bridles are attached 
his flv ing- cords or reins. For a tail he 
uses four or five one hundred-foot 
lengths of clothesline side by side. 
The kite itself is about seven feet across 
and so made as to fold np for easy 
transportation. To get a fabric that 
would nndego this manipulation, be 
waterproof and wtndprodf and not be 
too heavy, required a good deal of ex- 
p./i iraent, bat at last the problem was 
solved, although Mr. Davis does not 
ttll exactly how he did it. 


One of the most interesting, if not 


original, features cf this business is 
the v. ay in which, by letting out one 
of the two flying lines a little farther 
tnan the other, the kite can be made 
to shift its position sideways.

hand line is lengthened the kite swings 
around to the left and vice versa. By 
this bimple means the kite can be 
compelled to mo-re through a range of 
13t degrees of are, or about three- 
fourths of a semicircle. Operated from 
the deck of a vessel, or from land, a 
kite will thus haul a buoy or line sus- 
pende'd 
from the flying lines out 


through the water ajnile or more. In- 
deed, a five-inch hawser, 1,800 feet in 
length, has thus been passed from one 
chip to another. Very little skill i» 
needed in order to steer and otherwise 
manage this device, and oae lesson is 
usually enough tor a crew. A highly 
important part of the apparatus is the 
pair of reel*, let up on shipboard or 
land, with which the flying lines are 
controlled. Mr. D*vU also makes uae 
of a "top-line," a third cord attached 
to the top of the kite, in getting the 
latter up at the start, and in ao tipping 
it as to raiae or lower it afterward. 


Among the achievements described 


hv this expert are hauling 4 specially 
constructed wacon and a boat by kite- 
power The latter craft can thns sail 
41 degrees off the wind and the former 
fully 90. These, however, are only mi- 
nor "incidents in the scheme, which U 
deigned primarily to assist in promot- 
ing communication, for purposes of 
rescue, between ship and ship, or ship 
and shore, which certainly promises to 
bt exceedingly useful.

LONDON, Jnne 91.—The antilords con- 


ference, which was organized by, (he 
national liberal federation, was form- 
ally opened in Albert hall, Leeds, yes- 
terday, in the presence of 3,000 dele- 
gates and auditors. The conference 
was called "to order by Mr. Spenee 
Watson, who, in his opening speech, 
declared that the attitude of the house 
of lords was unbearable. He coun- 
selled the conference, therefore, to 
take up the question and fight it to 
the end. The conference, he said, 
in view of the great importance 
of its work ought to be clear,'practical 
and united in its resolutions. 
He 


warned the delegates against danger- 
ous schemes which Svould be likely to 
impair- their unity. Mr. Watson in- 
sisted that the ultimate sovereignty of 
the empire must rest with the people 
thereof. He then moved the first reso- 
lution, which is as follows: 


Jlaatved, That the power now exercised by 


the bouse of lords to mutilate and reject meas- 
ures passed by the representatives of the peo- 
ple la the house of commons has been sys- 
tematically used to detent reforms. Is incon- 
sistent with the right of free, popular sett-gov- 
ernment, and should cease to exist 


Several prominent liberals supported 


Mr. Watson's remarks, and were in- 
vited by him to make independent 
speeches. Secretary Harford of the 
Railway Servants' society, seconded 
the resolution, and denounced the 
house of lords for its treatment of la- 
bor questions. 


Other speeches were made in the 


same strain. One delegate in a loud 
voice interrupted the chairman as he 
was about to put the'resolution to a 
vote, and cried out: 


"What about the lords' gambling 


and racing. No mention is made of 
these in the resolution'" 


The question was received with cheers 


and laughter. The resolution was than 
adopted. 


The second resolution was then 


moved by the chairman, as follows: 


Resolved. That the meeting call upon the gov- 


ernment to introduce a measure for the aboli- 
tion of the lords' veto power by providing that 
whenever a bill passed by the commons shall 
be altered or rejected by the lords, the name 
bill may be reaffirmed bv the commons with or 
without such alteration, be subject only to 
royal assent, and thereupon become law 


Mr. Labouchere moved a substitute 


declaring that the lords ought to be 
abolished, being useless and danger- 
ous and demanding that the house in- 
troduce a bill for the abolition of the 
house of lords. In his speech support- 
ing his substitute Mr. Labouchere de- 
clared that so long ae hereditary legis- 
lators lasted self-government was a 
farce. 


The original resolution was carried, 


as was also the third resolution, which 
declares: 


Jtaolved, That the meeting assures the gov- 
ernment of the resolute support ot the party 
on any steps that may be deemed necessary to 
enforce the passage of this gvent constitu- 
tional reform.

[ifntANAPOHS, Ind., June iST—In the 


case of the Evansville & Terre Haute 
Railroad vs. The Treasurer of Gibson 
County, the supreme court yesterday 
handed down an opinion relative to the 
penalties enforcible on account of taxes 
delinquent by reason of the opposition 
of the railroad to the tax law, the 
validity of which has recently been 
established by the United States su- 
preme court.

This decision 
swells the amount due the state by the 
railroads and other common carrier 
companies which fought the tax, enor- 
enormously.

TESTING THE EYES. 


Simple Method of Discovering; Cataract 


In One's Own Eye. 


The following- simple method enables 


a patient to see a cataract in his own 
eye and note its growth and develop- 
ment, probably better than any oculist 
can observe it for him. 


Cataract is said to be due to the grad- 


ual deposition of oxalate of lime in the 
substance of the crystalline lens, at 
first in small spots or streaks, some- 
times in one part and sometimes in an- 
other. The deposit gradually increases 
until it penetrates the whole of the 
lens, causing blindness. The remedy, 
then, is lo remove the lens, and aftei 
its removal the patient needs a substi- 
tute in the form of highly magnifying 
spectacles. 


All that is necessary to enable a pa- 


tient to see his own cataract for him- 
self is a piece of card and a needle—a 
visiting card will do very well. Pierce 
a clean round hole near the middle oi 
the card and hold the card up to the 
light close to the eye, looking prefera- 
bly In the direction of a piece of blue 
sky. With the card near to the eye the 
patient will not see the small hole 
pierced by the needle, but he will see 
a comparatively large, faintly-illumi- 
nated Sell1, with his cataract projected 
upon it. 1'e is, in fact, observing the 
bhaclow ^a t by his cataract on the 
retina at the back of his eye. With a 
small puncture in the card the shadow 
so thrown is comparatively sharp. IJnt 
with anormal eye an eVenly-illuminated 
field or clean disk willbe seen. The 
patient may thus map flown his owr, 
cataract, and settle for himself whcthei 
it is extenomg and whether he will 
•have an operation or not. None 
of the oculists I have seen have known 
the method, and there may. con-,e 
quently, be home advantage in making 
it public.—Knowledge.
